IMP’S MEMORIAL HANDICAP. 



There was a holiday crowd at Harlem. It 
filled the grand stand, patronized the ring often 
in a small way, shouted itself hoarse over Imp’s 
victory in the Memorial Handicap and devoured 
everything— all the edibles displayed. It was 
as usual— a good-natured and orderly gathering. 

The track was rough and dry on the surface, 
but soft and tiring in substance. Throughout 
the afternoon it dried steadily. The first and 
last races were at three-quarters. The opening 
event was run in 1 :20i and the closing in 1 ;17i. 

The feature of the card was the Memorial 
Handicap, at 8i furlongs, fifth on the card. 
After the third race the track was worked with 
light harrows and drags. Only Imp, Dr. Shep- 
pard and Goodrich started. The public played 
the mare at odds on. Fred Foster backed his 
horse and a few supported the proposition that 
Goodrich ought to win with only 100 pounds on 
his back. The Foster party insisted that Imp 
could not handle 118 pounds and beat Dr. Shep- 
pard with 109 pounds up. 

^^Riit she carried her impost with ease and 
^lace and made the big colt appear insignifi- 
cant. Goodrich’s performance was shabby. 
"When the barrier went up Dr. Sheppard, on the 
inside, and the mare went away racing. Martin 
was evidently trying to keep the track and force 
the pace to an extent that would make the weight 
tell. They ran the first sixteenth head and 
head and then the mare, with amazing ease, 
glided by the big fellow. 

At the end of a furlong, traversed in 12 sec- 
onds, she led an open length, and Goodrich was 
two open lengths back of Sheppard. Along the 
back stretch Caywood had Imp under a steady- 
ing puli, and yet she increased her advantage a 
length before reaching the upper turn. Mean- 
while Goodrich had gained slightly on Shep- 
pard. Half around the turn a cheer arose from 
Sheppard’s following. He had drawn away from 
Goodrich and was closing on Imp. Then fol- 
lowed a few moments of suppressed excitement, 
after which a mighty roar resounded from the 
grand stand and quarter stretch. Caywood had 
loosened his rein, and the mare was'increasing 
her lead at every stride. Straightening for 
home Sheppard was in trouble and Goodrich 
beaten off. Coming down the home stretch 
Cajwood took his mare in hand again and let 
her gallop to the stand, while he turned in his 
saddle and laughed at Martin’s unavailing 
efforts to force Sheppard to greater speed. Imp 
- finished apparently fresh as she started, while 
both Sheppard and Goodrich pulled up thor- 
oughly exhausted. 

The first race should have been won by Nellie 
^ Baker, but “Long Shot” Smith, believing he 
had the race won, eased his mount after getting 
into the stretch, enabling “Skeets” Martin to 
bring up the favorite, Arrezzo, and land him a 
winner of a driving finish, by a nose. 

Twelve started in the second race. When 
straightened for the final struggle, ten were 
closely bunched and the other ^ two were in 
striking distance. Tenole appeared to be the 
winner when the bunch began to dissolve, but 
Princess overhauled and beat him on the 
ijost. It was the best contended race ot the 
meeting. 

Moncreith, backed from 3 to 8 to 5,outfinished 
the field in the third race. When the final con- 
test appeared to be between Morte Fonse and 
Deerfoot, Caywood brought up Moncreith and 
won by nearly a length. It was a well-timed 
finish. Morte Fonse promised to run over 
Deerfoot, but the latter was the gamer and got 
second place by a nose. 

“Col.” Roller was good. His Arrezzo won the 
first keenly, and Mouzeltoff raced Buena Ven- 



tura to pieces and landed the fourth event like 
a real lady. Richard J. tow-roped his lot and 
took the sixth and the seventh fell to Graziella. 
The Devil made an astonishing finish. 

M. C. Hubbell, superintendent of Woodlands 
—Barney Schreiber’s breeding establishment— 
came up from St. Louis Sunday morning with 
the 2-year-olds Miss Marion and Havel. Miss 
Marion, winner of the Debutante Stakes at St. 
Louis, arrived in good condition. She will be a 
starter for the Petite Stakes Wednesday. Dick 
Williams, the stable’s competent trainer, will be 
here to-day to look after her. H. Martin, 
through the courtesy of Tt>m Ryan, has been 
engaged to ride the filly in the race. 

Nick Hall’s 2-year-olds Canace and Sevens 
and the jumper Gov. Budd arrived at Harlem 
yesterday morning from San Francisco. The 
horses left Oakland last Wednesday evening. 

The horses of Dan Honig and Frank Phillips 
came on the same train. They are quartered 
^t Hawthorne. In Honig’s lot were Zamar II., 
Elsmore, Zacatosa, Oraibee, Ed Gartland, Salis- 
bury II., Amoltepec. Frank Phillips brought 
Judge Stouffer and Oscuro. 

Bookmaker Bob Smith arrived from the 
Pacific Coast yesterday. His horses are turned 
oitt in California. He stopped a day at Sacra- 
mento. W. B. Jennings will leave Sacramento 
June 5 with a selected string, which will include 
that good 3-year-old filly Brier Sweet, Sombre, 
Tripping, Maxello and Maximo. 

Jockey J. Morgan has been engaged to ride 
for Marcus Daly for a term of six months, be- 
ginning June 20. He will start for Montana 
within a few days. 

It is given out from inside circles that betting 
at Harlem will be continued on the plan now in 
operation until the close of the meeting. 

Pat Dunne’s good horse Salvable has a swell- 
ing between his right hind pastern and heel. 
He is not lame, but has been stopped in bis 
work and under any circumstance is not likely 
to race again for a month.

GOSSIP OF THE TUKF. 

Discussing the recent sale of Qaltee More for 
£21,000 the London Sportsman says: 

“The sale of Galtee More calls to mind other 
instances in which celebrated thoroughbreds 
have changed* * hands for extraordinarily big 
amounts. The record is held by Ormonde, who, 
after being disposed of by the Duke of West- 
minster to Senor Boucou for £12,000, passed 
into the possession of the American gentleman, 
Mr. Macdonough, for no less than $150,- 
000 (£31,250). The late Baron de Hirsch 
gave Sir Frederic Johnstone £15,000 for 
Matchbox (with contingencies), and the horse 
was subsequently sold to the Austrian Govern- 
ment for £18,000. Common, after his victory in 
the St. Leger, was purchased for £15,000 by 
Sir J. Blundell Maple; the celebrated stallion 
Blair Athol w’as sold for 12,500 guineas in 1872, 
and another historic deal was that in connec- 
tion with Doncaster, who, after winning the 
Alexandra Plate at Ascot in 1875, was parted 
with by Mr. James Merry for £10,000 to Mr. R. 
Peck, who subsequently resold the horse for 
£14,000 to the Duke of Westminster. This was 
an unprecedented sum in those days, but later 
years have familiarized us with transactions of 
much greater magnitude, though it will prob- 
ably be a long time ere the sum paid in con- 
nection with Ormonde will be equaled or sur- 
passed. These, of course, were all private deals, 
but taking the instances where horses have been 
disposed of by public auction, it may be men- 
tioned that St. Blaise (the Derby winner of 1883) 
was sold for £20,000 at the disposal of Mr. A. 
Belmont’s stud, in New York, toward the end 
of 1891, and another notable case -is that of 
Meddler, who, as a 3-year-old, went for 14,500 
guineas at Newmarket in 1893.” 

Galtee More was sold with his engagements, 
and it ie intended for him to fill them if he 
goes on well before being retired to the stud in 
Russia.
